Basement Leaks. 


O much has been said about 

leaky basements in the past 

few years that a lot of people 
who are building homes today 
are just not going to have a 
basement. 


This is a shame because for 
what it costs and for the amount 
of space you get, a basement is 
still about your best 


And as for leaking, the average 
basement is pretty dry most of 
the time and only is inclined to 


only at certain 


The most common spot for a 
basement to leak is at the seam 
where the walls join the floor. 
This is because the floor and 
walls are poured separately and 
don’t make a very good bond. 
This spot, fortunately, is one of 
the easiest to waterproof and 
requires no special equipment or 
great expense. 


First of all, take a cold chisel 
and cut out the seam. Try to 
make the inside of the cut wider 
than the outside. This will help 
hold the patch in place. Once 
the cut has been made, dust it 
clean and then apply the patch. 
You can use a waterproof ce- 
ment for this purpose or tar. 
If cement is used, the seam 
should be damp and the cement 
pressed in so it makes a com- 
pact mass. 


If you want to use tar, then 
the seam must be bone dry if 
the tar is to stick properly. Wait 
for a dry spell and then use 
a blowtorch to dry out the seam. 
The tar, either hot or cold, is 
then poured into the joint.

IT IS BY NO MEANS abnormal, in fact it is to be ex- 
pected, that a 4-year-old who has been violent and destruc- 
tive earlier will return to destructiveness at 4. 

Four—as we often have written—tends to be an ex- 
tremely out-of-bounds age. Destructiveness is merely one of 
the more common expressions of this out-of-bounds tend- 
eney. Destruction-takes on a new aspect at this age in that 
it is very often the belongings of some special person, as in 
your case, which are destroyed. Thus—mother’s perfume, 
father’s records. 

This latter type of destruction, which does seem to be 
related to the belongings of some special person or persons, 
has some advantages. It is easier to handle than the more

nesse. According to his sub- 
sequent statement, he'd been 
sure that East had the club king 
as well as the spade king, “so it 
did seem that West should have 
something,” so South p him 
for the queen of hearts, finessing 
up to dummy’s jack. Obviously, 
that finesse failed. 

South's reason for finessing 
one way instead of the was 
about as good (or as bad) as he 
could rake up, but the fact ‘that 
South risked any finesse marked 
him as a very bad bridge player. 
The hand was an absolute lay- 
down, All South had to do was 
to cash the one round of trumps 
and the club ace, enter dummy 
with a spade or a trump and ruff 
away the last club, then if he 
hadn't already cashed the spade 
ace, to do so now and exit with 
a spade. Whichever defender 
won would have to return a 
heart and present South with a 
free finesse, or by leading a 
black card, let South throw off 
a heart from either hand while 


ruffing in the other.
